Joplin, Mo., Feb. IO.—Skyscrapers 
are not lor Joplin, the city commis­ 
sion decreed at a meeting here last 
afternoon. 
An ordinance was adopt­ 
ed limiting the height of buildings to 
ten stories. 
The measure carrying the section 
limiting the height of structures was 
a general building ordinance that pro­ 
vided. among other things, that no 
structure of more than three stories 
may be erected unless firepioof ma­ 
terial is used, and that buildings of 
three stories and more should not be 
constructed of terra cotta or concrete 
blocks. 


Paris, Feb. IO.—“The winged infan- 
| try,” or French cycling corps, has 
rendered such good,service that the 
contingent is* being increased consid­ 
erably. 
Though cycling as a sport contin­

writes: 
“For half an hour the black Taube 
had been describing infernal circles 
over 
our 
lines, 
while 
our 
men 
crouched in their trenches, covering 
with their bodies bayonets, mess-tins 
and everything else whose glittering 
surface might betray their position. 
I alone stood up, observing the enemy 
through my field glasses. 
Suddenly a French airman emerged 
from a cloud above the Taube. 
The 
dry bark of a mitrailleuse announced 
that the Frenchm an was attacking. 
The Taube turned tail without reply­ 
ing. but only to return to the battle. 
"Then tile two great birds charged 
head-on. 
From below it seemed that 
they must meet in a terrible shock. 
Nothing

s o rt: the German 
passed a little above the Frenchman, 
the 
machine 
guns 
spoke. •Carried 
apart by the speed of their charge, 
like knights in a tourney, they swept 
about in great c irc le to renew the 
combat.

Frenchman

waited: the adversary returned quick­ 
ly with clever 
manoeuvres, 
flying 
above, then below 
the 
Frenchman, 
firing 
when 
he 
could, while the 
Frenchman seeming to remain almost 
stationary, replied with energy. 
“In the trenches our red-pantaloon- 
ed soldiers and the spike-beimetetl 
* lermans alike suspended sniping oper- 
ations and followed that death strug­ 
gle with equal emotion. 
An involun­ 
tary 
‘Ah’ 
broke 
from a thousand 
throats as a biplane emerged from 
Hie same cloud that had hidden the 
French monoplane, 
and 
the 
Taube 
turned to flee. 
“Hut Hie French monoplane pur­ 
sued, and it had the advantage here, 
for the German aeroplane, being a r­ 
mored, wee t~o heavy for high speed. 
The French machine quickly passed 
the fugitive, forced it to turn and 
come again toward the French line, 
where the biplane was awaiting it. 
It passed near the latter and again 
there was the barg of guns, but ap­ 
parently without decisive result. 
"Again the French monoplane re­ 
turned to the charge. 
Flying high 
over its adversary, it suddenly dived 
headlong upon it. seemed to touch it 
and then—mounted again gracefully 
in the air. 
“At a dizzy speed the Taube, mor­ 
tally wounded, fell almost vertically 
into the German lines.”
